Who can be meant by the xh of 
Navarre, in the fecond letter ? 
ry’s father was killed in the veer 1562, 
and I know of no king of Navarre af- 
terwards, but Henry himfelf; he was, 
indeed, called only prince of Navarre 
during his mother’s life, but the died 
jut before the maffacre of St Barthe- 
lomew, and this letter was written 
near fever months after it. 

The Monf. le Prynce mentioned in 
the tenth letter, and in the note to 
the twelfth, was Henry de Bourbon 
Prince of Conde, coufin german to 
Henry the Vth, being fon of that fa- 
mous leader of the proteftants, Lowis 

ince of Conde, brother to Anthony 
Eng of Navarre, who was brother to 
Henry the IVth’s father. 

This Henry, prince of Conde, was 
with Heary the 1Vth, in Paris, at the 
maflacre of St Bartholomew; and his 
life, as well az that of his coufin, was 
fpared upon condition that he dhould 
embrace the Catholic religion. He 
was kept, however, in a confinement 
more or lefs clofe, till he efesped into 
Germany, which was about two years 
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afterwards; he immediately abjured 
Popery, and commanded the protef- 
tant forces with much renown on 
tiany occafions, and was greatly in 
the favour and confidénce of Hen, the 
IVth, from the time of his efcape til! 
his death. 

He was poifoned by his own fer-’ 
vants, on the ¢th of March 1588,which 
fixes the date of the tenth letter, which’ 
was probably written the fame night, 
as the next letter is dated March the 
Sth, which is but three days after- 
wards, 

Mexerai gives him a very great cha- 
raéter, and De Thou, fays, ** In this 
prince, humanity was blended with 
courage; fteadinefs of mind, with 
gentlenefg and courtefy; prudence 
with liberty, and, an elocution equal- 
ly graceful and commanding. 

Inthe twelfth letter, mention ia 
made of one Bry/ant; this man’s name 
was JFobn Anthony Brillant ; hehad been 
an advocate in the parliament of 
Bourdeaux, but at the time of the 
prince of Conde’s death, was a perfon 
of great authority in his family; he 
two do- 
meftics, who were fuppofed to have 
poifoned the prince, with horfes and 
other neceflaries, for flight. Thefe 
circumftances exactly agree with thofe 
related in the letter. 

The wife of this unfortunate prince 
whom Henry, in his letter fuppofes ta 
have been his murderer, was Char- 
lottex Catharine de la Tremouille; the 
was feized and profecuted for the faét, 
before the judges of the place where 
ber hufband died, and being conviét- 
ed, would have fuffered death, but 
that fortunately for her, he proved 
to be pregnant.

This play is more corre€tly written than

This play is one of the moft pleafing of 
our authour’s performances. The fcenes 
are bufy and various, the incidents nume- 
rous and important, the cataftrophe irre- 
fiftibly affecting, and the procefs of the 
aétion carried on with fuch probability, at 
leaft with fuch congruity to popular opi- 
nions, as tragedy requires,

at laft we find him perplexed in the extreme, 
There is always danger left wickednefs 


horror, to the fop in the laft, that expofes p conjoined with abilities thould fteal upog 


affetation to juft contempt. 

The condué is perhaps not wholly fe 

cure againft objections. The action is in- 
deed for the moft part in continual pro- 
greffion, but there arefome fcenes which 
neither forward nor retard it. Of the 
feigned madnefs of Hamlet there appears no 
adequate caufe, for he does nothing which 
he might not have done with the reputa- 
tion of fanity. He plays the madman 
moft, when he treats Qpbelia with fo mach 
rudenefs, which feems to be ufelefs and 
wanton cruelty. 
_ Hamlet is, through the whole play rather 
an inftrument than an agent. After he 
has, by the ftratagem of the play, convict- 
ed the King, he makes no attempt to pu- 
nif him, and his death is at laft effected 
by an incident which Hamlet has no part 
in producing, 

The cataftrophe is not very happily pro- 
duced ; the exchange of weapons is rather 
an expedient of neceffity, than a ftroke of 
art. A fcheme might eafily have been 


efteem, though it miffes of approbation 5 
but the character of Iago is fo conducted, 
that he is from the firft fcene to the laft 
hated and defpifed. 

Even the inferiour charafters of this play 
would be very confpicuous in any other 
piece, not only for their juftnefs but their 
ftrength, Caffo is brave, benevolent, and 
honeft, ruined only by his want of ftub- 
bornnefs_ to refift an infidious invitation, 
Rodorigo’s fufpicious credulity, and impa- 
tient fubmiffion to the cheats which he 
fees practifed upon him, and which by per- 
fuafion he fuffers to be repeated, exhibit a 
Rtrong picture of a weak mind betrayed by 
unlawful defires, toa falfe friend; and 
the virtue of Zmilia is fuch as we often 
find, worn loofely, but not caft off, eafy 
to commit fmall crimes, but quickened 
and alarmed at atrocious villanies, 

The fcenes from the beginning to the 
end are bufy, varied by happy interchanges, 
and regularly promoting the progreffion of 
the ftory ; and the narrative in the end, 


formed, to kill Hamiet with the dagger,and E though it tells but what is known already, 


Laertes with the bowl. 
The poet is accufed of having thewn 
little regard to poetical juftice, and may be 
charged with equal neglect of poetical pro- 
bability, The apparition left the regions 
of the dead to little purpofe; the revenge 
which he demands is not obtained but by 
the death of him that was required to take 
it ; and the gratificaion which would arife 
from the defiruétion of an ufurper and a 
murderer, is abated by the untimely death 
of Opbelia, the young, the beautiful, th 
harmlefs. and the pious. 


OTHELLO, 
The beauties of this play imprefs them- 


felues fo ftrongly upon the attention of the G 


reader, that they can draw no aid from 
critical illuftration, . The fiery opennefs of 
Othello, magnanimous, artlefs, aad credu- 
lous, boundlefs in his confidence, ardent 
in his affection, inflexible in his refolution, 
and obdurate in his revenge ; the cool ma- 


lignity of Jago, filent in his refentment, H 


fubtle in his defigns, and ftudious at once 
of his intereft and his vengeance ; the foft 
fimplicity of Defdemona, confident of merit,

Defcription of the Centrifugal Engine, in- 
vented by. Mr Robert Erfkine; and 
Srom his Defigns, executed by Mr Cole 
Mathematical Inflrument Maker, near 
Weftminfter-Bridge, Surry. (See 
the Plate annexed.) 


HIS machine will be moft eafily 
underftood, from an account of 

the principles on which it is founded : 
Suppofe a tube A B C, the part AB 
vertical, and the part B C, horizon- 
tal, fufpended upon, and moveable 
round an axis AB; and the aperture 
C lefs than the aperture A; let this 
tube be filled with water, and immer- 
fed in the water DD; the aperture C, 
' being 
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being fhut by a valve opening out- 
wards; ‘tis evident, the whole tube 
will remain full tho open ‘at dot- 
tom, if the height A B is not greater 
than that to which the air will fuf- 
tain a column of water, 

in, fappofe the tube turned 
round its axis, the water in the part 
BC will acquire a centrifugal force, 
which, fufficiently increafed, muft 
overcome the preflure of the air on 
the valve at C, and be thrown out ; 
and fince the air cannot enter againft 


a ftream of water, which has already * 


overcome its preflure, the weight of 
the atmoe{j on the water D D, 
muft necfiarily force it up, to {apply 
the place of what's ejected. 

Hence, in this’ machine, the water 
thrown out atts the part of a pifton 
‘on the column of-water to be lifted. 

The part BC is called the ejecting 
tube, or radius, and C, the aperture 
of ejection. 

In con#fruéting the machine,’ there 
may be two or more ejecting tubes, 

rovided the fum of the apertures of e- 
jection be lefs than that of the bore of 
the tube thro* which the water afcends ; 
and the higher the water is raifed, the 
larger mutt be the bore of the tube, in 
proportion to the apertures at whith 
the water is difcharged,becaufe the vé- 
locity with which the atmo!phere forces 
up the water thro’ any tube diminifhes 
in a certain proportion the higher it is 
lifted. f 

From this account of the orinci- 
ples, the annexed drawing of a real 
machine, will be readily comprehen- 
ded; where the ejecting tubes are re- 
prefented immediate!y under the deck, 
moveable by a wheel and pinion, the 


trame work of which refts on the deck, p 


and in the largeft machines, takes up 
a fpace of about 3 feet fquare only ; 
the fpace occupied by the ejeting tubes, 
duppofing the cafe which prevents the 
~vater from difperfing all round, to be 
upon the deck, needs not exceed five 
feet diameter, and a foot deep, tho’ 
the machine be made large enough to 
throw out three tons per minute ; be- 
caufe by a machine lately made 
thirty ox feet high, it was found 


by experiment, an ejecting radius 
of two feet only, was fufficient for 


that height. This engine threw out 
‘at the rate, of a ton a minute, with 
fix ordinary hands, not accuftomed to 
work at a winch. ; 

At the bottem of the machine isa 
flider, pulled up and puthed down by 
an ison rod which reaches the deck ; 
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the ufe of this, fs to ftop the bottom 
of the machine, when it is filled with 
water, at an aperture on the extremi- 
ty of one of the ejecting tubés, repre- 
fented in the drawing fcrewed up, on 


A the ejecting tube towards the left hand. 


At the bottom. of the drawing to- 
wards the left hand, is likewile repre- 
fented a valye, which anfwers the fame 
purpofe with the flider, in machines, 
where the required centrifugal fotce 
tan immediately be given to the e- 
jecting tubes, 
The valves.on.the apertures of e- 
jection fhut of themfelves by fprings, 
and open only when the centrifugal 
force overcomes the preffuse.of the 
air; the machine oncefilledy remains 
full after working, as long ag there is 
water at the bottom tobe raifed... 
The joint, by which- the-eje&ing 
tubes have liberty to move,: while. the 
conveying tube is at reft, iseentained 
in a cylitdrical cup, immediately 
under the head, afd the whole weight 
of the moveable part is fuftained-on 
the extremity the axis; ‘which 
axis ends in a cortical point; and ter- 
minates at the top of the fixed tubé,reft- 
ing in a focket, upon a fcrew; which 
{crew & focket are fupperted by three 
radii at the upper part of the convey- 
ing tube: ‘Theair is excluded by a 
collar of leather (in the drawing of 
the joint thaded with dots .*.".) whic 
lies upon a flanck of polifhed,brafs ; 
the leather is immoveable, being, fal 
tened to the cylindrical.oup, by,a ting 
of btafs: with {crews pafling throug 
both. Another brafs ring prefles with 
its weight (which is fometimes aug- 
mented by fprings) upen. the inner 
circle of the leather,. to’ -keep: it 
flat on the brafsflanck, which, a- 
long with the head of the machine, 
moves below it. The under fideSf the 
flanck touches nothing; the only fric. 
tion of this’ joint then is that of po- 
lithed brafs, moving under oiled lea- 
ther, which from the fmoothnefs of 
the furfaces, and their proximity to 





G the center, muft neceflarily be very 


fmall. ‘That the air cannot enter the 
machine by this joint is evident, be- 
caufe the fuétion being inwards, and 
water or oil in the cupabove'the lea- 
ther, the air prefiing to get in ex- 
cludes itfelf, the joint aa, being, in 
fact, a circular valve. 


H Under the feftion of the joint, is a 


drawisg, which reprefents the man- 
ner of fetting in the teeth of the wheels ~ 
diagonally ; a méthod now afed, in 
the machints lately made, and oc 
tt 
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very advantageous ; becaufe the teeth 
placed in this manner, work without 
any twift, and, confequently, have as 
little fri€tion, as wheels in the fame 
plane. 

This machine has many advanta- 
ges over other pumps, befides its 
throwing outa greater quantity of 
water thah any hitherto invented ; 
particularly its not being liable to ac- 
cident, there being no part of it,which 
by working can be fuppofed to give 
way ; the axis being of iron, about 
two inches {quare, and only two feet 
and a half long. It cannot choak 
with fand, ballaft, or any thing which 
prevents the operation of other pumps, 
and an accident from a cannon ball, 
can as eaGly be repaired in this, as 
any pump whatever, by replacing the 
part thot away, for the whole machine 
takes to pieces at different joints, 
Tcrewea together ; and an entire ma- 
chine may be fitted up in a quarter of 
an hour.

The Grievances of the American Colonics 
candidly exammned. Printed by Autha- 
rity at Providence in Rhode Ifland. 


HE writers of this examination, 

for we fuppoe it the work of 
many, profefs to make the colonies in 
New England the rule of their reafonin 
as with the rights of thofe province 
they are beftacquainted ; NewEngland, 


ff fay they,was firft planted by adventurers 


who left their native country, by per- 
miffion of King Char/es I. and at their 
own expence, tranfported themfelves 
10 America,with great rikk and difficul. 


sf 
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ty fettled among favages, and ita 
very furprizing manner, formed new 
colonies in the wildernefy. Before 
their departure, the terms. of their 
freedom, and the relation they fhould 
ftand in to the mother country, in 
their emigrant ftate were fully fettled. 
they were to remain fubjeét to the 
king, and dependant on the kingdom 
of Great Britain. In return they were 
te receive protection, and enjoy all 
the rights and privileges of freeborn 
Englifhmen. 

By all their charters, it is in the 
moft expres and folemn manner grant- 
ed, that they and their. children after 
them for ever, fhould have and enjoy 
all the freedom and liberty that the 
fubjeéts in England enjoy :. That they 
might make laws for their own go- 
vernment, fuitable to their circum- 


flances; notrepugnant to, butas near.~ 


as might be, agreeable to the laws of 
England; that they might purchafe 
lands, acquire goods, and ufe trade for 
their advantage, and have an abfolute 
property in whatever they juftly ac- 
quired. Thefe, with many other 
gracious privileges, were granted them 
by feveral kings; and they were to 
pay as an acknowledgement to the 
crown, only one fifth part of the ore 
of gold and filver, that fhould at any 
time be found in the faid colonies, in 
lieu of, and full fatisfaétion for all 
dues and demands of the crown and 
kingdom of England upon them. 

Thefe rights, the Britis fubjects in 
America poffefs as inherent and inde- 
feafible. 

And the Britif, legiflative and exe- 
cutive powers have confidered the co- 
lonies as poffeffed of thefe rights, and 
have always Aeretofore in the moit ten- 
der and parental manner, treated them 
as their dependant(tho’ free) condition 
regquired.—But zow the fcene feems 
to he. ponsEgey changing :—The Bri- 
tif miniftry, from whatever motive 
we know not, hath induced the par- 
Jiament to pafs an act, limiting, re- 


ftrigting, and burdening the trade of G 


thefe colonies,. mich more than had 
ever been done before; as alfo for 
greatly enlarging the power and ju- 
rifdiétion of the courts of admiralty, 
and likewile paffed another aét, efla- 
Glithing certain ftamp duties. Thefe 
atts have occafioned great uneafinefs 
among the Britifh fubjects on the con- 
tinent of America. With what reafon 


let the public judge. 

itis admitted, that altho’ each of 
ihe colonies hath a. legiflature within’ 
atfelf, to take care of its interefts, and 
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provide for its peace and internal go- , 
vernment, yet there are many things 
of a more general nature, which it 1% 
abfolutely neceflary fhould have a ge- 
neral power to direct them; and this 
led to, look 
for in the parliament of Great Britain. 

But, at the fame time, the equity, 
juftice, and beneficence, of the Briti/b 
conttitution, feems to require, that the 
feparate kingdoms and diftinét colo- 
nies, who are to obey and be govern- 
ed by thefe general Jaws and regula- 
tions, fhould be fome way or other re- 
prefented, or at leaft, that they fhould , 
have notice of every new. meafure,- 
or new act by which their, rights, 
liberties or interefts may. be affected ; 
that they may appear.and be heard by 
their agents, by council, ,or written 
reprefentation, or by fome other e- 
quitable and effectual way. 

Had the colonies been fully heard, 
no reafonable man can fuppofe the 
late act ever would have pafled, inthe 
manner it now ftands ;, for what good 
reafon can poffibly be given for-mak- ; 
ing a law tocramp the trade, and ruin » 


D the intereft of many of the colonies, 


and at the fame time, leffen in a pro-, 
digious manner the confumption of 
the Britis manufa&uries .in them ? + 
Thefe are certainly the effects this act 
mult produce ; a duty of. three- pence 
per gallon on foreign melafles,is much 


L higher than that article can poffibly : 


bear; and therefore muft operate as 
an abfolute prohibitions With the 
lofs of the foreign melaffes trade, the 
the cod-fihery in America mutt alfo be 
loft. Heretofore there hath been impor- 
ted in tothe colony of Rhode. Ifland only - 
about 1,150,000 gallons annually ; the 
F duty on this quantity. is 14,375/. a 
larger fun than was ever in the co< 
lony at any one time. ; This money is 
to be fent away, and never to return ; 
yet the payment is to be repeated e- 
very year.—Can this poffibly be done? » 

Miniflers have great infiuence,. and 
pailiaments have great power ;—can 
either of them change the, nature of ' 
things, ftop our means of getting 
money, and yet expect us to pay Bri- » 
tip taxes and purchafe and pay forBri- 
tifh manufactures? 

By the fame aét, the exportation of 
all kinds of timber, or,lumber, the. 
y mot natural produce of thefe new co- 

Jonies, is ufelefsly embarraffed,: and 
the fhipping it to any part of Europe, 
except Great Britain, prohibited : This 
muft greatly affect the linen manufac- 
ture in Ireland; without the lea& ad- 
vantage to Great Britain. 
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Enlarging the power and jurifdic- 
tion of the courts of vice-admiralty 
in the colonies, is another part of the 
fame att, greatly and juftly complain- 
ed of. A cuttom-houfe officer may 
now make a féizure in Georgia, of 
goods ever fo legally imported, and 
carry the trial to Halifax, at fifteen 
hundred miles{diftance, and thither 
the owner mutt follow him to defend 
his property. If the judge fhould cer- 
tify, there was only probable caufe for 
making the feizure, the unhappy own- 
er can maintain no aétion againft the 
illegal feizer, for damages; but he 
may return to Georgia, quite ruined 
er undone in conformity toan act of 
parliament. 

But the refolution the Houfe of 
(Commons came into during the fame 
fefion of parliament, afferting their 
rightto eftablith ftamp duties, and in- 
ternal taxes, to be colleéted in the co- 
Janies without their.own confent, hath 
much more, and for much more rea- 
fon, alarmed the Britis fubjeéts in A- 
merica. Thefe refolutions have been 
fince carried into execution by an aét 
of parliament which the colonifts do 
conceive is a violation of their long 
enjoyed rights. For it muft be con- 
feted by all men, that they who are 
taxed at pleafure by others, cannot 
poffibly have any property, can have 
nothing to be called their own ; they 
who have no property can have no 
freedom, but are indeed reduced to 
the moft abjeé& flavery ; are ina ftate 
far worfe than countries conquered 
and made tributary ; for thefe have 
_ only a fixed fum to pay, which they 
are left to raife among themfelves, in 
the way that they may think moft e- 

ual and eafy; and having paid the 
dipulated fam, the debt is difcharged, 
and what is left is their own. This is 
more tolerable, than to be taxed at 
the mere will of others, without any 
bounds, without any flipulation or a- 
greement, contrary to their confent, 
and againft their wills. 

We are not infenfible, that when 
mee | is in danger, the liberty of 
complaining is dangerous ; yet a man 
on a wrack was never denied the li- 
‘berty of roaring, fays Dean Swift. 
And we believe no good reafon can 
be given, why the colonies fhould not 
modeftly ‘and foberly enquire, what 
right the parliament of Great Britain 
have to tax them. 

The colonies sere, at all times when 
called upon by the crown to raife mo- 
ney for the public fervice, haye done 
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it as chearfully as the parliament there 
havé done on the like occafions? Is 
not this the moft eafy way of raifing 
money in the colonies? What occa- 
fion then to diftruft the colonies, what 
neceffity to fall on the prefent method 


A to compel them to do what they have 


Cc 


everdone freely ? The parliament, it 
is confeffed, have power to regulate 
the trade of the whole empire; and 
hath it not full power, by this means, 
to draw all the money and wealth of 
the colonies into the mother country, 
at pleafure ? What motive after this 
can remain, to induce the parliament 
to abridge the privileges, and leffen 
the rights ofthe moft loyal and duti- 
ful fubjects ; fubjetts juftly intitled to 
ample freedom, who have long enjoy- 
ed, and-not abufed or forfeited their 
liberties, who have ufed themi to their 
own advantage, in dutiful fubfervien- 
cy to the orders and the interefts of 
Great Britain? Why thould the gen- 
tle current of tranquility, that has fo 
long run with peace through all the 
Britifh tates, and flowed with joy and 
with happinefs in all her countries, 
be at laf obftruéted, and turned out 
of its frue courfe, into unufual and 
winding channels, by which many of 
thefe colonies muft be ruined; but 
none of them can poffibly be made 
mere rich or more happy. 

There is. a vatt difference between 
the raifng money ina country by du- 


E ties, taxes, or otherwife, and employ-

ing and laying out the money again 
in the fame country ; and raifing the 
like fums of meney, by the like means, 
and fending it away quite out of the 
country whére it is raifed. In the 
former café, as faft as the money is 
colle&ted, it is again circulated ; but 
in the latter, as faft as the money is 
colleéted, it is immediately fent out 
of the country, never to return, 
Think then, what muft be the con- 
dition of thefe miferable colonies, 
when all the money propofed to be 
raifed.in them, by hi Is duties on the 


G importation of divers kinds of goods, 


by the poft-office, by fitamp-duties, 
and other taxes, is fent quite away, 
as faft as it can be collected ; and this 
iste be repeated continually! Is it 
poffible for colonies under thefe cir- 
cumftances to fupport themfelves, to 
have any money, any trade, or other 
bufinefs carried on in them? Certain- 
ly itis not; noris there at prefent, 
or ever was, any country under hea- 
ven, that did, or poffibly could fup- 
port itfelf under {uch burdens, 
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‘At a Time when the increafe of Popery 
is generally complained of throughout 
the Kinedom, the republication of the 
following Lift of ihe Seminaries, and 
religious Houfes abroad, maintained at 
the Expence of the English Papifts, 
cannot but be feafonable. It was laid 
before the Parliament about the latter 
end of King William's Reign, upon a 
like apprebenfion of the dangerous Con- 
Sequences of the increafing Numbers of 
Papifts among us.

feized with anxiety, palpitation of D frequently felt as if his ieft fide from 


the heart, univerfal trembling and 
weaknefs ; he went to bed, took fome 
fpirit of hartfhorn, fweated plentifully, 
and next day was well. ‘ 

On the 26th of Fune 1758, ftill want- 
ing to make expérimsnts, and not 
daring to operate himfelt, he dire&ted 
his wife to make fome compofitions of 
blue vitriol, alum, quick lime, and 
burnt alabafter.

are {uppofed to contain above fivehun- 
dred thoufand men, women, and chil- 
dren, all engaged in one branch or 
other of the woolen manufadiures. So 
many people muft confume a prodi- 
gious quantity of provifions of all kinds, 
As littie, very little, corn in, propor- 
tion to the number of their inhabi- 
tants, is raifed within this circle, it is 


chiefly brought from difiant parts of p 
° Britain: As plenty only can promote 


thecountry. From the £af and North 
Ridings, from Lincoinfbire, Nottingham- 
froire, Derbyfbire, and Chefire; and 
likewife, large quantities are imported 
to Liverpool, and Hyjl, and confumed 
in thefe parts. For fome time paftall 
the neceiffaries of life have been ex- 
ceeding dear.. Trade in general is 
now very dull; fome branches are 
almoft ruined ; many of the manufac- 
turers are out of employment ; and 
others. have not half. work.

But ‘fhould 
a door be+ now opened to the intro- 
duction of any griévances there, which 
their anceftors had fo happily and fe- 
curely fled from sere, and the free con- 
ftitutions, which the colonifts have 
thus long enjoyed and fiourifhed un- 
der, be as it were fubvertéd,—by ren- 
dering not only the domeftic laws of 
their polity and ceconomy of no cer- 
tain ette&t, but fubje&ting al! their in- 
ternal forms of civil communication, 
and probably their perfons and local 
eo by and ‘bye, to be taxed at 
iberty by our parliaments, of which 
they are-neither members prefent nor 
reprefented; and to which they are 
confequently in this refpect as ftran- 
gers; this would neceflarily caft fuch 
adamp upon their fpirit of cultivation 

; . to 
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fo depréciate the value of labour, and 
at the fame time fo enhance the price 
of provifions, that a ceffation of all ru- 
tal improvements muft enfue; and their 
extraordinary attention be confined 
to the manufaduriag the neceflary ac- 
commodations of life. So that, in- 
ftead of proving ufeful and dutiful 
children to the mother-country, as 
they have hitherto been, a ftate of re- 
Ciprocal alienation, if not of mutual 
hoftility, mutt .take place between 
them. And how far fuch an event 
would affect the intereft and confide- 
ration of the mother-kingdom, J leave 
others to difplay. 

-But ia the name .of freedom. may 
¥ atk, of what political fpecies would 
the'government of the colonies be, fup- 
ofing them made liabie to be locally 
ound in all cafes by our ftatutes, to 
which they are not parties? It is an

‘more of that the coloni(ts are enabled 
to carry on, the better it mut be fdr 
us in the employment of our people ; 
but if feverity is ufed to inforce an 
unpopuiar aét, and that defperation 
fhould enfue, would it not be matter 
“of great joy to our enemies, & would 
‘not they fecond a revolt with view to 
fhare in a trade which we alone er- 
‘joy,and which adds in no fmall degree 
tothe dignity & honour of Great Bri- 
tain. It fhould always be remember- 
éd, that Spain loft both Portugal and 
Holland by her aéts of feverity, and in 
thole famous revolugions England and 
France had no inconfiderable fhare, 
and every other power of £urope re- 


joiced, 


Such confiderations as thefe thould 
point out to Great Britain, that the 
‘right rule of policy to be purfued, is, 
to acquire and retain, by acts of le- 
nity and mildnefs, the affeétions of 
our colonies, and not to alienate them 
‘by feverity.; for the time will ap- 
proach, ‘in which it will become ex~- 
tremely dangerous to attempt ruling 
‘fo vat acontinent, alieidy abound- 
ing with millions, by the iron rod of 
power, the fway of which will only 
‘make them the fooner refractory; 
and when the fire of refittance is once 
kindled, there is no forefeeing how 
far it may fpread. ‘We fhould re- 
member that they are Exglifemen, and 
many of theminherit from their an- 
ceftors Reptb!ican principles, which 
they carried thither during the civil 
wars; being perfecuted here, they 
fled to the forefts of America for the 
fake of Jiberty; their fons are all of 
by the fame-principles 
of liberty, which fpirit perhaps is 
more prevalent there than in this 
‘kingdom. 

For thefe reafons great care ought 
to be taken in our conduét towards 
the Americans. To attract willing o- 
‘bedience from them muft always ‘be 
more fafe than to exact it by com- 
pulfion ; and it can never deferve re- 
proach to correét human policy and 
‘error. The chief object of union he- 
tween us atid the colonies, is un- 
doubtedly convenience and felf.in- 
tereft; although the affecticn of the 
North Americans to this nation from 
which they {prung, together with the 
protection which they received in 
their infant Rate, may operate asa 
fecondary motive to fecure their duty 
and their doyalty. 

But in all debates at this time, too 
anuca direfs is laid on that protettion, 
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“gard to North America is trade, the 


fince Whatever we did “for them wis 
with a‘view'to ferve ourfélves; and, 
to fpeak the truth, our perfecutint te 
diffenters in the times of Fantes red 
Charles 1. by High Commiffion and 
Spiritual Courts, compelled the ancef- 
tors of the peuple of New Euxgland to 
fly thither from ecclefiaflical tyranny. 

The fame fpirit of perfecution pre- 
vailed apaigft the Quakers in the lat- 
ter end of the reign of Charles 11. and, 
being made very uneafy thro’ Popifh 
bigotry, Mr Pena, the modern: Lycur 
gus, folicited and obtained a grant of 
Penfylvania. Thither he took grezt 
numbers of Quakers at his ‘own ex- 
pence, which were followed by many 
others, in order'there to enjoy them 
innocent and con{cientious opinions. 

Thus it appears that the four colo- 
nies of New England and Penfjlvaniz 
were peopled by our perfecution, and 
without receiving auy other aid than 
that of protection only, and for which 
they have not been ungrateful. . 

hey have now no’ wed rey 
to dread in their neighbourhood, and 
their own internal power is very con- 
fiderable, which a jut and gentle fway 
may for ages connect to this kingdom’; 
for they will alwaysconfider us as thé?r 
fafeft and beft friend. But our graat- 
eft fecurity and power over them, mult 
confift.in their difunion. We thouli 
therefore, by plans of mild govern- 
ment, attract them as colonies refpec- 
tively, and we fhould rather make 
them, rivals for our favour, than unit- 
ed friends in oppofing us. We mut 
not think that the North Americans, 
who,have a watchful eye over our pro- 
“ceedings, and are greatly jealous of 
their liberty, wiil fuffer their proper- 
ties and interefts to be mifapplied. A- 
merica ig every year growing more in- 
viting to indufttrfous manufacturers, 
and Gréat Britain perhaps more dif- 
‘couraging ; in which cafeherftrength 
will increafe, whilft ours’ will de- 
creafe ; for we daily fee many of our 
manufacturers and ufeful: peaple get- 
ting on that fide of the water, more 
particularly fince the paffing the amp 
att and fugar a&t of 1764, the effects 
of which are already, and will 4oon 
be much more feverely, fat in this 
kingdom. 

It is a miftaken ‘policy to attempt 
maktng the North Americans flaves te 
our intereft-or- power, for they are 
too knowing to be made the former, 
and too high fpirited to become the 
latter ; the only way to keep them de. 
pendant of this kingdom, muft pros 
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ceed from the wifdom and reétitude 
of the government. This alone is 
true policy, and on fuch principles we 
fhould prevent their being harrafled 
,_ by Vice Admiralty Coujyts, and re- 
Move every exiting caufe of juft com- 
plaint, and we fhould confider their 
»rofperity as the fouree of our riches. 

y this conduét we fhould reftore con- 
.tent and harmony both here, there, 
and between us.

it be fuppofed that a bill of this nature 
would ever have paffed into a law, if the 
legiflature had not been kept from aknow- 
ledge of thofe fecret machinations, whick 
were to counteract and defeat the purpofes 
of it? No}$ the parliament could never 
have join’d in the mockery cf fuch a 
tranfaétion, had they furmiled the miniftry 
already had, and at that time were, indaf- 
trioufly devifing every poffible method for 


the (ettlement of the internal policy of any Jy the prohibition and extermination of a 


of the<olonies, the leaft parliamentary in- 
tervention whatfoever, but that the eftab- 
lifhment of every one of them, in every re- 


(pect, is the fo'ea@ of the King, 


commerce fo highly beneficial to this coun- 
try, and from whence ulone cquid be derived 
to the colonifts the means of affording us 
that fupply demanded of them: It is 














injurious to the honour of this illuftrious 
Body, to conceive that they could ever have 
united im fo ignominious a confpiracy, or 
that they would have countenanced the ex- 
action of 4 payment in money, when the moft 
effe@ual minifterial ftratagems had been 
purfued, bow to incapacitate the colonifis from 
getting any. ; 
But, as it were, the more efficacioufly 
to bring his majefty’s government into 
difrepute with thefe people, and to infure 
that alienation from it, which feems to 
have been the only hellith purpofe of thefe 
treacherous fervants of. the public ; a jurif- 
dition is vetted in the admiralty courts to 
proceed, in a furamary way, in all matters 
relative to the collection of this revenue ; 
_ whereby the properties uf the colonifts, in- 
ftead of being protected by the conftitutio- 
nal right of a trial by a jury, are thus left 
to the capricicus mercy of an arbitrary de- 
termination. 

From all thefe circumftances of repug- 
mancy and perfecution, I would afk any 
unprejudiced perfon what was reafonably 
to be expefed but that univerfal clamour 
and confafion which they have been a ‘tu- 
ally produétive of ? The event hath hhewn 
that the wifdom and authority of parlia- 
ment, inftead of having been applied to the 
furtherance of the falutary purpofes of go- 
vernment, hath been wickedly beguiled 
into the completion of a fcheme, formed 
not only to bring their own equity and hu- 
manity into contempt, but pregnant alfo 
with the moft deftruéctive confequences to 
thepeace and intereft of thefe kingdoms.”

Capt Davis, who firk 
brought the news that the Stamp att was 
pafled, now brought the Stamps themfelves, 
As foon as this was known, all the veffels in 
the harbour lowered their colours, to fignify 
mourning, lamentation, and. woe, 

At prefent, not one from New Hampfrire 
to Georgia, will execute the office et d ftri- 
butor, fo tha’ the, .ftamps are now a com- 
modity more dangerous to be meddled with; 
than if they were infeéted with the pefti- 
lence. 

City of New York, Of. 31. At a general 
meeting of the merchants of the city of New 
York, trading to Great Britain, they came to 
the following refolutions : 

Firff, That in all orders they fend out to 
Great Britain, for goeds and merchandize of 
any nature, kind, or qua‘ity whatfoever, they 
will dire&t their correfpondents not to fhip

There are two fpécies of the Cycada 
in North America, one fmall and oné 
larger, the (maller has a black body 
with goldén eyes, and remarkable 
yellow veined wings; the larger ate 
of a dark brown colour with four fine- 
iy veined tranfparent wings ; this fpe- 
cies. is the object of Mr Collinfon's ob- 
fervations. 

About the end of April the grabs 
come near the furface of the ground, 
‘which is Known by the-hogs rooting 
after them, and fome time after they 
créep out of the ground nearthe roots 
of trees, in fuch numbers, that thé 
‘earth looks like a honeycomb.

But if this is the cafe it is 
very dificult to account, for the 
plague’s. being periodical, and for con- 
tagious difeates being epidemic. The 
truth is, that there are_predifpofing 
caufes in the air, without which, the 
precy at would not be epidemic, nor 
the plague general, though particular 
perfons thould be infeéted ; and thefe 
predifpofing caufes will not always 

enerate a plague or contagious di- 
Rafe, without the affiftance of actual 
infeétion in particular fubjects. There

South Weald is about 18 miles from 
Londo, fituated ona confiderable hill 
that overlooks the adjacent country, 
and having the church nearly in its 
center, At the Weft end of the 
church-is‘a tower, and in one corner 
of the tower a round turret, about 
four feet wide and cight feet high ; in 
the top of the wall which was leaded, 
were fevéral ‘iron bars fo bent as to 
meet jwthe middle, and fupport a 
weather-cock.

fteeple, and fome houfes in Efex frrcet. 

he lightening at South Weald ttruck 
the weather cock, and paffing along 
the iron ba:s, rufhed againft the wall 
of the tarret, in which it made a 
breach about four feet wide fiom the 
top of the leads of the tower. The 
building was alfo damaged in other 
places, near the iron bars of the win- 


dows, anda wooden frame within the e

No one can complain 
of the price of thefe ; they have been 
plenty even to Turfeiting. 

Far be it from me to advance any 
argaments to the difa'vantage of the 
indufirious poor, 1 am as fenfidle of their 
importance to the public as the mot 
gtalous Of thei« advocates, and would 
pvint out every means my weak under- 
itanding could fuggelt, to adminifter to 
their comfort and real happigefs ; but 
it wever can contribute to either, to fill 
their minds with imaginary evils, and 
tO anticipate their diitre’s, when no 
fach dittrefs, perhaps, will ever over- 
take them. > 

Ihave been told, that.a ftarch, equal 
in goodnefs, ifnot berter than that 
made from corn, mnay be madé from 
potatoes, but that there is a law torpre- 
vent it. “If this thould be fact firely 
that prohihiticoa may be taken off, 
without injury to any body; and the 
ptatoes that now area dead commo- 
dity, may be.uied in the room of bread 
corn that is fo much wanted, to the 
mutual! advantage of the ttarch maker

ing againtt the decrees of Providence. 
A‘! that man can do upon thefe occa- 
fions is, to lay down fuch rules, and 
contrive fuch regulations. as to make 
the advantage refulting from them as 
general as itis poffible, Opening our 
B Ports to receive fuch fupplies.as our 
neighbours can afford us, ftopping any 
unnatural confumption of grainamong 
ourfelyes, and giving all fitting encou- 
ragement to the importation of every 
neceflary of life, from whatever coun- 
try it may be fent us, are regulations 
that bid as fair for alleviating the 
C weight of this heavy calamity, as. hu- 
man prudence can devife.
